About 35 seventh-grade students stared at 
Christine Cuartero on her very first day of 
school. She had expected questions from 
the class at Philip D. Armour Elementary in 
Bridgeport— just not the ones she got. 

“ ‘Where do you live?’ ‘Who are you dat- 
ing?’ ‘How old are you?’ ‘What are you doing 
with your life?’ ” she recalled the students ask- 
ing. ‘Almost like, ‘What are you doing here?’ 

“You kind of come in with that bright- 
eyed, bushy-tailed feeling, like this is it, this is 
what I’ve been working toward [since college 
and student teaching], this is where I need to 
be. But then those questions come and that’s 
when the nerves start. Why are they ques- 
tioning me?” 

As the 24-year-old Lakeview resident goes 
into her second full year of teaching, at North 


River Elementary in Albany Park, she’s now 
able to answer her students about why she 
chose a teaching career. But it didn’t come 
without struggle the first year. 

The question of “why” weighs on many 
young Chicago Public Schools teachers 
beginning their careers now. Last year, the 
Chicago Teachers Union went on strike for a 
week and a half The district recently closed 
49 schools, and more than 1,000 teachers lost 
their jobs amid budget woes. 

The constant headlines about the district’s 
struggles and the mounting pressure for stu- 
dents to perform well on increased testing 
are all Chicago’s freshman teachers have ever 
known. Last year, CPS welcomed about 1,500 
new teachers, and many whom RedEye spoke 
to said they find the job personally and pro- 
fessionally rewarding. 


This year’s crop of freshman teachers is 
learning to block out the noise and focus on 
their students — something they learn quick- 
ly, though not always easily Those just one or 
two years removed from their first time lead- 
ing a classroom say in the critical first year, 
there’s no lesson plan for the education of a 
new CPS teacher: They just have to learn fast. 

“By providing a high-quality education that 
prepares them for college, career and life, 
teachers can have a transformative impact on 
their students’ lives, closing the achievement 
gap and positively influencing the trajectory 
of their futures,” CPS CEO Barbara Byrd- 
Bennett said in a statement responding to 
RedEye’s request for comment on new teach- 
ers. “Our goal as a district is to support and 
empower our teachers on this journey” 

An entry-level educator with a bachelor’s 


degree makes about $49,600 in the first year. 
Eirst-year salaries can go up to about $56,500 
based on education level, according to the 
newest Chicago Teacher’s Union contract. 

Dan Zummo, 23, of West Town, is entering 
his second year of teaching. 

“They may be reading at a [lower level], but 
in terms of social understanding, my students 
are brilliant,” said Zummo, a math teacher at 
Eenger Academy High School in Roseland. 

Zummo said he’s learned a lot. Though his 
education at Illinois State University focused 
on urban teaching— as did his student teach- 
ing and mentorship experience— he said 
nothing can prepare a young teacher for his 
or her first real day in the classroom. 

In his first year, he typically arrived at 
school around 7 a.m. and stayed hours after 
the final bell to plan lessons. When he left at

6:30 or 7 p.m. each night, he always found the 
parking lot still full. For any first-year teacher, 
he said, particulars like transitions between 
activities, getting the class to pay attention, 
grading and getting paperwork to his supe- 
riors all are details that have to be carefully 
thought out. 

“Teaching takes so much energy and time,” 
he said. “It’s insane. It’s not necessarily hard 
work; it’s the small things.” 

The work doesn’t end in the classroom. 
Katy Spencer, 24, of Palatine, is in her second 
year of teaching at Carl Schurz High School 
in Old Irving Park. She said she spends her 
three planning periods per day talking to stu- 
dents who come to spend their lunchtimes 
with her. Much of the time, class work isn’t 
the topic of discussion. 

“There’s no stability at home whatsoever,” 
she said of conversations she’s had with some 
students. One student’s stepparent is in jail; 
another has a mother who is on drugs; some 
have problems with their significant others. 

“Mostly it’s just listening. I don’t have the 
answers,” she said. 

She said that many times, she is the only 
constant pillar of support in a student’s life. 
During her first year at Wells Community 
Academy High School in West Town, she had 
to learn not to get too emotionally involved. 
She used to go home and break down over 
some of the things she heard from her stu- 
dents. 

She still struggles, but she said listening to 
her students has become the most fulfilling 
part of her day 

“When students come in and talk to me 
and trust me with things in their lives, that’s 


the most rewarding part of my job,” she said. 

Teachers provide more than just emotional 
support. Spencer said amid budget cuts, the 
$250 she receives from the Chicago Teach- 
ers Union for classroom supplies isn’t going 
nearly as far as it did even last year. 

“Teachers spend a lot of money on stuff 
for their classroom,” she said. “Their own 
money” 

Just weeks into the school year, she’s ap- 
proaching $250 on supplies, including paper, 
notebooks, markers and glue she uses for ge- 
ometry lessons. On average, she estimates, 
she’ll spend about $40 a month in extra items 
for her classroom. She shells out an additional 
$25 a month on snacks to share with the stu- 
dents she mentors. She said she feels pressure 
to keep things tight, but opening her wallet is 
the only way to make her classroom the way 
she thinks it should be. Rather than com- 
plain, she said she’s come to enjoy her shop- 
ping trips. 

“I feel like it’s kind of implied that we’re 
kind of supposed to use the minimal amount,” 
she said. “In my class, I don’t want the mini- 
mal amount.” 

Cuartero said she still hears the “why are 
you here” questions from students. As she be- 
gins the new school year, she said she’s finding 
the answers. 

“Knowing that some kid anywhere has 
something missing, that can break them from 
wherever they are going,” she said. “That’s 
why I am there. To be that piece that’s strong 
for them, that they can rely on. You’re so 
many people for these kids; you’re not just a 
teacher.”

NTSB taking close look 
at Blue Line accident

Federal railroad experts investigating this 
week’s Blue Line crash said Wednesday their 
early findings have led them to consider emer- 
gency recommendations to the CTA, a move 
that would signal concerns of a future accident. 

Investigators didn’t elaborate on those find- 
ings or what any recommendations could en- 
tail, but that consideration came even as the 
CTA reopened the Harlem station, where the 
accident occurred, and normal service along 
the Blue Line resumed Wednesday The four 
rail cars and the eight-car Blue Line train it hit 
were towed, one car at a time, Tuesday night to 
a CTA facility for examination and testing, of- 
ficials said. 

Officials from the National Transportation

It’s no trick: lllini 
are on the rebound

Illinois football has had rough times in recent 
years, but things might be looking up. The 
lllini are 3-1 in 2013, including a victory over 
high-powered Cincinnati. Ryan Lankford is a 
key reason for the turnaround, with 236 yards 
receiving, 52 yards rushing and two touch- 
downs. RedEye caught up with the senior 
receiver to discuss why the team is improv- 
ing, why he loves trick plays and the unusual 
method he uses to unwind. 

What has the coaching staff done to turn 
around the culture of Illinois football?

But if they 
were down to say we need to get money I 
wouldn’t say no. I’d accept it. [Laughs]

Busting out of the box 


Emmanuelle Chriqui 
and Emily Osment 
aren’t just breaking 
out of the box in 
“Cleaners;” they’re 
exploding the expec- 
tations of fans used 
to seeing them in 
“Entourage” or “Hannah Montana.” 

“It was beyond fun. It is what I’ve wanted 
to do for a very long time,” Chriqui told 
me during a Sept. 25 call with reporters. “It 
was fun getting to kind of surprise people, 
because I think people think of me in a 
certain way” 

In the action-adventure series, which 
debuts on Sony’s Crackle website Thursday 
Chriqui and Osment play assassins who are 
asked to do an errand for their boss (Gina 
Gershon), who then throws them under the 
bus when the women discover a sedated boy 
in the trunk of their car. They end up becom- 
ing targets of their boss’ ruthless client, his 
henchman and the EBI agent (David Ar- 
quette) investigating the child’s kidnapping. 

“Cleaners,” from writer-director Paul 
Leyden, is a fast-paced, bloody thrill ride that 
offered Chriqui the chance to play a badass 
babe. The actress did a lot of her own stunt 
work and some “pretty heavy-duty training,” 
she said, but an injury prevented her from 
doing all the stunts she wanted to do. Still, 
Leyden said, she killed it. 

“She ended up being way more than I 
ever expected,” he said of his star, who also 
produced the series with Leyden, a longtime 
friend. “She was just unbelievable in it.” 


Both Leyden and Chriqui think fans will 
be even more surprised at Osment’s perfor- 
mance. The veteran of children’s shows “is so 
badass in this, it is out of control,” Chriqui 
said. 

Added Leyden: “I think both girls are re- 
ally going to shock people. We haven’t seen 
them play these types of roles. And it just 
fits like a glove on both of them. This show’s 
a fun romp and the girls really embrace that 
tone. And they embrace the spirit of it— 
physically and performance-wise.” 

“Cleaners” is just one of several original 
projects announced in May by Crackle, 
which already is home to the Jerry Seinfeld 
series “Comedians in Cars Getting Coffee.” 
The Sony-owned Crackle last month showed 
its first feature-length movie, the martial arts 
flick “Extraction,” and is working on a sequel 
to the David Spade comedy “Joe Dirt.” 

It’s other upcoming series include the 
street performer doc “Play it Lorward,” the 
crime show “Strand Street” and the second 
seasons of action thrillers “The Bannen Way” 
and “Chosen.” 

While the Crackle “suits” gave him near- 
total creative freedom, Leyden said, he’s also 
pleased to be releasing the show on the Web 
because he believes the online entertainment 
model “is the future.” 

“You can slave away on an independent 
film and people really like it and whatever, 
but there’s limited space to show that and for 
people to actually watch it,” he said. “This is 
an exciting content platform where you work 
on something, you get it made, you’re proud 
of it, people are going to see it.”

Comedy writer and actor Patton Oswalt stars 
in “The Heart, She Holler,” Adult Swim’s sur- 
real Southern Gothic series about the twisted 
and mercifully fictitious Heartshe clan, now in 
its second season of ii-minute episodes. 

How would you describe “The Heart, She Hol- 
ler” to someone who hasn’t seen it? 

Oh, boy Imagine the most annoying hipster 
and what they think the Deep South must be. 
Then give them bath salts, have them describe 
the Deep South and have them write down 
and film whatever they say 

How did you get involved in this? Did you 
know the creators? 

^s. I’m a big fan of both the creators {Vernon 
Chatman and John Lee — the third is Alyson 
Levy}. They worked on “South Park” and 
worked on an amazing show for MTV called 
“^V)nder Showzen” that I was a huge fan 
of And then another show called “Xavier: 
Renegade Angel.” So when they came to me 
with this show ... all they had was the family 
tree for the Heartshes. That’s all it was. They 
said it was based on this book they liked called 
“Wisconsin Death Trip,” which is also one of 
my favorite books, by Michael Lesy And I was 
Hke, “That’s all I need to hear. I’m in.” 

Did your character already exist or did they 
write it for you? 

They wrote it for me. Their only concep- 
tion was he’s a guy who’s been raised behind 
a bricked-up wall, like a Kasper Hauser 
character, who has absolutely no idea what the 
outside world is. Then I have to come out and 
run a town. 


Do you always understand what’s going on? 

I never understand what’s going on. We shot 
the whole thing out of sequence, so each 
scene is so completely out of context. For 
me, it’s great because my character lives his 
whole life out of context, so it definitely 
helps the performance to have scenes follow 
one another that aren’t necessarily chrono- 
logical. 

Are there any taboos? 

No, I certainly haven’t seen any. We’ve only 
shown two episodes as I’m talking to you, 
and we’ve covered cannibalism and suicide, 
incest, racism, fratricide, infanticide, abor- 
tion. I can’t think of anything we haven’t 
touched, and that’s only two out of the 14. 

Do you have any sense of the reaction to

the country it lampoons? 

I haven’t really gotten any feedback yet. 

It’s weird how the people that you think 
are going to be offended by something are 
always the last people offended by it. It’s the 
people that want to get offended for other 
people. 

Do you think that combining comedy with 
horror kicks up the edginess to the next 
level? 

That’s nothing new. Look at Monty Python 
films.

Who’s winning and losing 
the new TV season?

The fall TV season is barely a week old, but all 
four major broadcast networks already have 
something to celebrate. 

“Everybody has got a potential hit on their 
hands,” said Kelly Kahl, a CBS senior execu- 
tive vice president. 

And the numbers look even better when 
delayed viewings, from people who record 
shows to watch later, are factored in. 

Among the shows that opened big are the 
CBS comedy “The Crazy Ones” starring Rob- 
in Williams; NBC’s drama “The Blacklist,” 
about a traitor who starts working with the 
FBI; ABC’s “Marvel’s Agents of S.H.LE.L.D.,” 
an offshoot of the highly successful ‘Aveng- 
ers” feature film; and Fox’s “Sleepy Hollow,” 
a quirky modern-day version of Washington 
Irving’s tale of Ichabod Crane. 

To be sure, the majority of new shows fail 
and one week does not a hit make. Already, 
one of the most-anticipated series— NBC’s 
“The Michael J. Fox Show”— opened with 
disappointing ratings. 

The comedy which incorporates Fox’s real- 
life struggles with Parkinson’s disease into its 
plot, averaged just 7.5 million viewers in its 
debut Thursday Jeff Bader, NBC’s president 
of program planning, thought “The Michael 
J. Fox Show” would do better but acknowl- 
edged it wasn’t helped by having the low-rated 
“Parks and Recreation” as a lead-in. 

“We hoped it would be enough of a self- 
starter to get sampled,” Bader said. 


While “The Michael J. Fox Show” got lit- 
tle help from NBC, “The Crazy Ones” owes 
some of its big numbers to having a special 
one-hour block of the smash comedy “The 
Big Bang Theory” as a lead-in. 

‘At the end of the day, lead-ins stiU matter a 
heck of a lot,” CBS’ Kahl said. 

This week, “The Crazy Ones” will have to 
stand on its own, as another new CBS comedy 
“The Millers” starring Will Arnett, will be de- 
buting just before it. 

NBC wasn’t the only network with a sit- 
com that didn’t deliver enough laughs. Fox’s 
“Dads,” from “Family Guy” creator Seth Mac- 
Farlane, also posted disappointing numbers in 
its first two airings. 

The early hits and misses are not the only 
topic of conversation in the executive suites 
at the broadcast networks. More viewers are 
continuing to rely on digital videorecorders 
and video-on-demand versus watching live 
television. 

CBS’ Kahl said DVR playback— viewers re- 
cording shows and watching them later— is up 
16 percent compared with a year ago. 

For example, ‘Agents of S.H.LE.F.D” add- 
ed 3.7 million viewers in the three days after 
its Tuesday debut, an increase of 30 percent, 
when VOD and DVR viewers were included. 
“Blacklist” added 4.4 million over three days, 
for a lift of 35 percent. Fox’s “Sleepy Hollow” 
also grew by 35 percent to 13.6 million. 

“Five numbers are not the be-all and end- 
all,” said Dan Harrison, Fox’s executive vice 
president of strategic program planning. “I 
think in the future of television, you’re going 
to see a show with a 100 percent lift.”
